WING to the situation in the Far East and to shipping difficulties, the Secretary of State for 

the Colonies, in conformity with the policy of His Majesty’s Government, has informed His 

Excellency the Governor that it is now urgently necessary to reduce the consumption of petrol in 
all Empire countries.

2. The methods of rationing supplies of petrol, both for commercial and for private uses, are 
the subject of discussion between Government and the Supply Board, but because of the urgency 
of the situation it has become necessary to give notice of a reduction in the importation of petrol 
by 25 per cent. as from the lst March, 1942. 


8. His Excellency confidently anticipates that he can rely upon the help of all consumers 
and suppliers of petrol in assisting in this vital aspect of the war effort by reducing their 
requirements. 


It is hoped, moreover, that this appeal will meet with such a response that it will not be 
desirable to introduce a necessarily complicated, possibly expensive, and probably inconvenient, 
system of individual rationing; but if a system of rutioning should prove to be desirable in order 
to secure the present minimum reduction of 25 per cent. in consumption it will be introduced.

It is hereby notified that His Excellency the Acting Governor has been pleased, under the 
provisions of the Animals Diseases Act (Chapter 179), to cancel Government Notice No. 288 of 1912 
and to make the following provisions in lieu thereof for the importation of cattle from Nyasaland :— 


1. The importation shall be by rail or road motor transport and under permit issued by the 
Controller of Stock or the Chief Inspector. This permit may contain such conditions as shal] 
from time to time appear expedient. : 


2. All cattle imported in terms of these regulations shall be submitted to such examination 
or tests at the port of entry or elsewhere as the Controller of Stock or the Chief Inspector may 
direct. If such examination or tests disclose th’e existence of any destructive disease, the cattle 
shall be immediately destroyed, and the carcases thereof disposed of in such manner asa 
Government Veterinary Surgeon may authorise or require. 


8. All expenses or losses incident to quarantine, examination, testing or destruction as 
aforesaid shall be borne by the owner of the cattle. 


4, Any person who contravenes any provision of these regulations shall be hable to a fine not 
exceeding twenty-pounds for each animal in respect of which such offence shall have been 
committed or, in default of payment, to imprisonment for a period not exceeding six months.

With the object of insuring an equitable distribution to consumers in Nyasaland, the 
importation of all fertilizers has been placed under the control of the Nyasaland Supply Board. 


2. The Board will receive applications for fertilizers and, after approval, will place orders for 
them. Applicants must place firm orders and be prepared to accept such quantities as may be 
allotted which will be according to the supply available. Orders for tea compounds will be 
placed by the Board through local Agents. The approximate price for these compounds will be 
£17 10s. Od. per ton F.O.R. Salisbury. * 


8. Provisional and firm orders which have already been placed by consumers with 
local Agents will not be executed. Fresh orders for tea compounds should, therefore, be 
placed with the Supply Board on or before the 16th March, 1942. 


4. Because sulphate of ammonia and potash manures are known to be in short supply, 
a small number of standard mixtures containing these ingredients is being arranged. 
TEA MANURES. 


The following standard tea manure has been proposed and consumers should base their 
requirements on this formula :— 


Nitrogen 10 percent. Of this, a minimum of 7 per cent. to be derived from Sulphate of 
Ammonia. 

Phos. Acid 7 per cent. 

Potash 2 per cent. 

Sulphur 20 per cent.

SIR, 


We, the Commissioners appointed under the Commissions of Inquiry. Ordinance to enquire 
into the Motor Traffic (Amendment) Draft Bill and contingent matters and to make recom- 
mendations thereon, have the honour to present this our report to Your Excellency :— 


REPORT. 


It may, perhaps, be desirable before going on to examine the implications of the draft Bill, 
to review briefly the existing system of road transport and the manner in which licences are 
granted and rates prescribed, since we are of the opinion that had the Board appointed under the 
provisions of the Motor Traffic Ordinance functioned satisfactorily this Commission would in all 
probability have been unnecessary. . 
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2. The Board is appointed by the Governor and section 184 of the principal Ordinance reads 
as follows :— 
184. The Governor shall appoint a Licensing Board which shall— 


(a) consider applications for public service vehicles, goods vehicles and traders’ goods 
vehicles licences ; and : 

(b) approve, subject to the consent of the Governor, the rates chargeable by the 
holders of such licences ; 

(c) from time to time number and publish in the Gazette the roads over which 
vehicles licensed under this part shall operate.”’ 


In 1939, in consequence of certain.comments made by the High Court the Board was re- 
constituted, its members being a Crown Counsel (subsequently altered to Town Magistrate, 
Blantyre) as Chairman, the Lands Officer and an unofficial member. In our opinion the new 


Board was handicapped by— 
(i) frequent changes in the oftice of Chairman ; 
(ii) the fact that none of its members was acquainted at first hand with transport 
problems; and 
(iii) the fact that it tried to carry on'a system which it inherited from its predecessor but 
which had proved in many respects unsatisfactory. 


As a result the new Board has done little to alter the state of affairs which had existed for 
five years. It merely carried on its routine function of examining applications for licences as 
they occurred having regard to the interpretation of the Ordinance rather than (as in the case of 
the old Board) to some preconceived policy for which there was no apparent legal sanction. 


8. It can hardly be wondered, therefore, that Part VIII of the Ordinance has not been 
satisfactorily administered and we propose now to examine the functions of the Board and to 
indicate briefly wherein it has failed. 


4. We propose to examine first the system of granting licences which is controlled by 
section 148 of the Ordinance in the following terms :— 

“148. (1) Every person applying for a licence to use a motor vehicle as a public service 
vehicle or goods vehicle or trader’s goods vehicle shall apply to a licensing officer who shall 
submit such application to the Licensing Board. 

_ Every application shall contain particulars of— 

(a) the road or roads it is proposed to serve; 

(b) the type of vehicle to be used; 

(c) the reasons for alleging that existing transport facilities on such route are 
inadequate ; and 

(d) in the case of a regular service of public service vehicles, the time-tables and 
fare-tables of the service it is proposed to maintain ; 

(e) any bankruptcy of or any agreement with creditors entered into by the applicant. 


(2) In granting or refusing such application the Licensing Board shall have regard to the 

following— 
(a) the extent, if any, to which the needs of the road in respect of which the 
application is made are already met ; 
(b) the extent to which the proposed service is necessary or desirable in the public 
interest ; : | 
(c) the co-ordination and protection of all forms of passenger and goods transport 

(including transport by rail) ; 

(d) the payment of reasonable wages and observance of proper conditions of service 
in respect of the applicant’s drivers ; 

(c) the applicant's reliability, financial stability and the facilities at his disposal for 
carrying out mechanical repairs ; 

(f) any previous conviction of the applicant for an offence against the provisions of 
this Ordinance. : 

(3) In the exercise of its discretion, the Licensing Board shall take into consideration any 
representations which may be made by persons who are already providing transport facilities 
along the road upon which the applicant for the licence proposes to operate, and to enable 
such persons to make such representations the Licensing Board shall cause a copy of the 
application to be posted on a notice board outside the Office of the District Commissoner, 
Blantyre, for a period of 14 days before the licence is granted. 

(4) A publie service vehicle or goods vehicle or trader’s goods vehicle licence shall not be 
valid on any road other than that in respect of which it is issued, but may be used on another 
road if so authorised on the prescribed form of permit by the Licensing Board and subject to 
the payment of such fee as may be prescribed. Such permit shall be carried on the vebicle 
at all times. : 
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(5) The Licensing Board issuing a licence or permit may impose any conditions it may 
think fit, and may cancel or revoke such licence or permit for the breach of any such condition. 


(6) Any person who feels aggrieved by the refusal of the Licensing Board to issue or 
renew a public service vehicle or goods vehicle or trader’s goods vehicle licence or permit or by 
the suspension or revocation of such licence or permit or by the imposition of any condition 
may within 30 days appeal to the High Court. ‘The High Court may make such order as it 
thinks fit which shall be binding upon the Licensing Board. 


(7) The Licensing Board shall keep a separate register in such form and containing such 
particulars as may be prescribed of all public service vehicles or goods vehicles or traders’ 
goods vehicles registered and licensed by it, and the Licensing Board shall keep a record of all 
permits issued by it authorising the use of public service vehicles and goods vehicles and 
traders’ goods vehicles which are authorised to ply on other roads. 


(S) Applications for the renewal of public service vehicle or goods vehicle or traders’ goods 
vehicle licences issued prior to April 18th, 1933, and for licences for new vehicles actually on 


order prior to that date shall not be refused under the provisions of this section until after 


December 31st, 19384: Provided that this latter date may at the discretion of the Governor be 
extended to December 31st, 1935.” 


This section is most difficult: to interpret. It seems clearly to indicate that where there are 
already a number of vehicles operating on any given route further licences should not be granted 
unless such service is inadequate, but in fact it has been the practice of the Board to grant “A” 
(or full) licences so as to enable the holders to operate along any road in the Protectorate save only 
those which serve the same areas as the railway. The result is that an applicant for an “A” 
licence may state that he desires to operate along a certain road but, if the licence is granted, he 
may isnmediately proceed to operate (subject to the qualification mentioned above) along any road. 
This is a very unsatisfactory state of affairs, but paragraph (b) of sub-section (2) has proved to be 
even more unsatisfactory for the Board has found it almost impossible to say what the public 
interest is in any given set of circumstances. The effect of the whole section really comes to this— 


(i) That no new vehicle is to be licensed unless there is a definite need for it; and 
(ii) That the applicant must be a person of integrity and financially in a sound position. 


There is no provision in this section that the vehicles in respect of which applications may be 
made shall be satisfactory for the purpose for which they are licensed. The examination of the 
vehicle is dealt with in section 189, but it was explained to us that this section was mterpreted to 
mean only that the vehicle should not be a danger to the public (e.g. have defective brakes or 
steering gear) and since examination only takes place once a year it follows only too clearly that a 
number of vehicles (estimated by one witness to be about 30 per cent.) are obsolete or otherwise 
unsatisfactory. Moreover, it appears that once a licence 1s acquired the holder is never deprived 
of it unless he commits an offence or goes bankrupt and licences are renewed annually without 
further enquiry. 


5. The results of this state of affairs are as follows :— 


G) That there is a limited number of holders of goods vehicles licences which are shared 
between a limited number of professional transporters (for the Board has power, by section 
148A of the Ordinance, to refuse to grant a goods vehicle licence to any person not engaged 
in the business and ancillary business of road transporters) ; 


Gi) That it is extremely difficult to obtain a new licence; ‘ 
Gii) That there is no guarantee that the vehicles used by any licensee will be up-to-date 
and satisfactory machines. 


We regard these conditions as unsatisfactory. If road transport or any éther service is to be 
operated efticiently the public has a right to expect that it shall be operated economically (for this 
has a direct bearing on rates), and it cannot be operated economically or efficiently unless the vehicles 
operated are the best (not necessarily the most expensive) that can be obtained for the purpose. 


6. There appear to be three ways in which the present situation can be met. The first 
course would be to allow any suitable person who applied to be granted a licence. Whatever 
might be said for such a policy in normal times we are agreed that it is most desirable at the 
present time to avoid wasteful transport. The second course would be compulsorily to consolidate 
the transport concerns. Controlled unification possesses many advantages and would promote 
economy, efficiency and in all probability a lower rate system. ‘There exists to-day an urgent need 
for the conservation and economic use of all the constituents of and the fuel and material used by 
the road industry and unification would provide the best means of doing this, and of carrying into 
practice the general pohcy of Government towards road transport which we think should be 
re-stated. It seems to be difficult to implement this policy by Ordinance. The majority of us take 
the view that in the absence of more information regarding the financial 1mpheations of such a 
step that we cannot now recommend it, but it deserves further consideration, perhaps in conjunc- 
tion with the unification of all forms of transport. The third course would be to continue the 
present licensing system but to increase its efficiency. We recommend this course as an immediate 
step and suggest the amendment of the existing law so as to provide— 


(i) That there should be licences issued annually as at present, but that their issue should 
be strictly reviewed and no applicant should be entitled to a licence mercly because he had 
held one previously, although holders of licences for previous years should ceteris paribus 
have a prior claim in the issue of fresh hcences; 
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(ii) That the number of licences issued in any year should correspond as far as practicable 
with the estimated transport needs of the Protectorate; and 


(iii) That inspection of vehicles should be more frequent than it is at present. 


7. Having made our recommendations with regard to the issue of licences we feel ourselves to 
be in a better position to make our recommendations regarding rates. Here, at the very outset, we 
found ourselves in difficulty, because although section 188 of the Ordinance provides for the keeping of 
accounts in the manner prescribed by the Licensing Board we found that the Board had never so 
prescribed and that in consequence it was most difficult to obtain anything but vague generalities 
regarding the costs of transport. We therefore recommend further, and as a preliminary toa 
further consideration of the question of rates that :— 


(i) The Board should forthwith prescribe the form in which operational itt ics should 
be kept and should, if necessary, act on the advice of a competent accountant as to such form; 


Gi) The accounts should be audited annually and such statistics submitted as may be 
required by the Board. 


8. We have already noticed that section 184 of the Ordinance provides that the Board may 
approve rates, subject to the consent of the Governor. The phraseology is peculiar for it would 
almost seem that the transporter was allowed to fix his own rates subject to the approval of 
the Governor and doubt (which we think not ill-founded) has been expressed as to whether such 
rates can be reduced, increased or rescinded by the Board. We propose to deal with this point 
in a further recommendation hereinafter. 


9. We next turn to the principal object of this inquiry, namely, whether the draft Bill 
which we have been asked to consider is suitable for enactment. The effect of the Bull, if it 
became law, would be to abolish the present fixed rates and to provide that the Board could 
“approve” maximum rates only. As a result there would be free competition between 
the various licence holders for the transport business of the Protectorate. We heard a good deal 
of evidence both for and against the proposal but most of it was confined to vague generalities 
rather than facts (largely, in our opinion, through failure to keep proper accounts). As a result 
we have come to the following conclusions :— 


Gj) That the rates charged for the transport of primary products were gencrally 
considered as satisfactory by European planters, and they were opposed to the alteration of 
the present system ; and 


(ii) That the rates scheduled for certain native grown crops were too high to Sennit 
their free movement within the Protectorate, and that they may restrict the area in which 
these crops could be grown for export. It is also arguable whether certain native crops 
would be attractive to the native even if the whole of the road transport cost was removed. 


10. We examined the possibility of abolishing fixed rates for certain native produce while 
retaining fixed rates for other goods. It might, we thought, be possible to make the transport of 
{he former profitable even with substantially lower rates by arranging for transport in bulk. We 
came to the conclusion, however, that this would not be practicable since the transporters would 
probably be unwilling to tender for the transport of such produce which admittedly was worth 
little to them. 


11. Here it may not be irrelevant to mention that although there are fixed rates for the 
transport of goods and passengers there is nothing to prevent undercutting and it is only too 
probable that such undercutting takes place, though to what extent it is impossible to say. 


12. We ultimately came to the following conclusions (and here again we must asseverate that 
the Licensing Board has a most important function to perform) :— 


(i) That there should be a review of the schedule of rates at least once a year and that 
the Board should be empowered to call for evidence from transporters and others with a vieW 
to a revision; 

(ii) That any interested party should be able to apply at any time for the revision of 
any particular rate ; 

Gii) That where the Board are satisfied that the development of any area, or the 
production, distribution or marketing of any article is being hindered by the cost of transport 
it should be empowered to fix a special rate in respect of such article or area provided that 
such rate should not involve an actual loss to the transporter. 


13. Whatever view we may hold (and some of us are in favour of the principle of the draft 
Bill) we are of the opinion that free competition with the wastage and war-time difficulties 
involved is undesirable at the present time. If in the light of future event the system is found 
not to be working satisfactorily Government should consider itself at liberty to adopt either of the 
alternatives we have already mentioned without further notice. We feel that the present system 
has had a fair trial. It cannot be said to be satisfactory merely because it works if, as we believes 
it is not as efficient as it might be, and it is for this reason that we recommend the reforms 
stated herein with the necessary corollary of amendment of the Motor Traffic Ordinance on the 
lines indicated in the Draft Bill which forms an appendix to this Report. 


14. In an earlier paragraph we referred to the unsatisfactory constitution of the ingens 
Board. We now recommend that it should be reconstituted. We consider that it should be 
composed of seven members nominated by the Governor, three of whom should represent the ro 
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transport industry, one the planting community, one the trading community, while one (official) 
member should represent agriculture and native industry. The Chairman should be independent 
and, if possible, legally qualified. 


15. We further suggest that there should be an appeal to the High Court from any decision 
‘of the Board, but that in such cases the Chief Justice should sit with two assessors if the ground 
-of appeal is one of fact or of mixed law and fact. 


16. Lastly, we recommend that the conditions imposed on the issue of licences under 
Schedules A, B, C and D shall be continued in force by the Board for the time being, but we feel 
bound to add that this recommendation is contrary to the principles held by some of us. It has 
nevertheless been agrced to by the Commission because we feel that the larger issue of railway 
protection should not be considered at the present time even though it may be witlin our terms 
of reference. Since these conditions are not contained in the existing legislation no reference to 
them is made in the draft Bill. 


17. Our recommendations may be summarised as follows :— 
(i) A larger and more representative Licensing Board ; 


(ii) Revision of the law under which licences are granted, subject to the continuation of 
the present system of issuing certain licences ; 


(iii) Frequent review of rates ; 
(iv) Differential rutes, where required, for backward areas and industrics; and 


(v) Proper keeping and inspection of accounts. 


18. In conclusion we would like to extend our thanks to all persons who came forward to give 
‘evidence or who furnished memoranda; to Mrs. Orton and Mrs. Williamson who recorded the 
-evidence; and to the Nyasaland Tea Association for the use of its offices for the holding of the 
enquiry.

In signing the foregoing report we consider it necessary to emphasise that in making and 
agreeing to the recommendations we are considering the question in the lhght of the present 
emergency, and we are recommending only such steps as we consider advisable in the conditions 
that exist to-day. 


In signifying approval to the proposed draft amending Bill, which is annexed to the report 
and forms piurt of it, we do not subscribe to all the principles implied in the new Section 148. 
We consider that in the interests of the country little good can arise by dealing with or trying to 
regulate one section of the transport system only. We do not, however, recommend the 
immediate consideration of railway rates and how these affect primary producers. We consider 
that the first step is the freeing of the country and the railway from the obligation imposed by 
the large capital expenditure incurred, and the accumulated interest and advances thereon. This 
ig a question which we do not think should necessarily be postponed until after the conclusion of 
tthe war. Subsequently the transport system of the country might be dealt with as a whole.

MOTOR TRAFFIC LEGISLATION. 


HE Report of the Commission appointed to enquire into the Motor Traflic (Amendment) Draft 
Bill, which was introduced and read a first time at the 56th Session of the Legislative Counct! 
on the 15th October, 1941, and contingent matters 1s published to-day for general information. 


It is necessary to point out that owing to recent events in the Far East important considera- 
tions affecting transport questions have arisen which did not exist at the time that the report was 
written. In consequence, this report is now to some extent out of date. 


The main considerations in question are the necessity for drastic economy in petrol, oil and 
tyres, and for the maintenance of adequate and economic transport facilities to cope with the need 
for intensive production of essential foodstuffs in all areas. 

Introduction of legislation as recommended in the report would involve delay which the 
present situation does not permit, and in order to meet the situation His Excellency the Governor: 
with the advice of the Executive Council, has decided to introduce Defence Regulations, published 
in a Supplement to this Gazette, which are in part based on the draft Bill appended to the 


Commission's report. 
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In order to prevent unnecessary consumption of petrol, oil and tyres, these Regulations, it will 
be noted, provide for the transport of goods by road only where railway facilities are not 
practicable. This is a restriction recommended by the Supply Board. 


It is also to be noted that a measure of free competition between licensed transporters is 
introduced by allowing the Licensing Board only to prescribe maximum rates for the transport of 
passengers and goods. 


Further, in order that the most economical use may be made of all available transport 
ancillary users will be permitted to carry loads for others for hire or reward when it is not possible 
readily to obtain the services of a licensed transporter. 


It has also been decided to reduce the scale of fees for transporters’ licences by 75 per cent. 
with effeet from the lst January, 1942. The licence fees paid by ancillary users wilh remain un- 
changed.

“ Since I became Secretary of State for the Colonies I have been deeply impressed by ways in 
which African Dependencies have helped forward the war cffort. 


Their contribution up to date is well known and needs no word of praise from me. Some of 
the people in these Dependencies have already had opportunities of fighting and they have 
acquitted themselves against the enemy in East Africa with great bravery and distinction. It may 
be that they will be called upon to fight again. If they are they can be reckoned upon to show the 
same sterling and aggressive qualities. In the meantime we must take stock with a clear 
vision of realities immediately before us. There has been a new turn in the kaleidoscope of war 
and demands upon Africa for war effort have entered a new phase. Many of the raw materials 
produced in the Far East are now denied to us wnd we must look to Africa to make good these 
losses and to supplement our supplies on a bigger scale than in the past. There was for the first 
two years of the war an ample supply of many African products. Surpluses were being piled up 
and some markets were being artificially supported. Many producers must have felt that they 
were not making the best contribution of which they were capable. 


That stage is past. The demand for most African products has now a new urgency and a new 
reality. The foodstuffs and minerals of African Dependencies have become a vast armoury for 
war effort. There is a new call to producers in Africa to do ther utmost to serve the needs of the 
united nations. 


Their efforts will receive all the support which it is within my power to give. To be effective 
the drive for production must be wisely planned and directed. There must so far as is practicable 
in varying and conflicting conditions of war be clear and definite objectives for production. I shall 
set myself to give these directions and to furnish all help for carrying them through. Where 
there are obstacles in the way of full production of required commodities those obstacles must be 
surmounted and I shall make it my business to see that they are.

HE following amendments to the Native Civil Service Regulations approved by the Governor- 
in-Council, are published for general information.

The Native Civil Service Regulations as published in the Government 
Gazette of the 30th September, 1940 (General Notice No. 275) are amended by 
the cancellation of Regulations 6 and 10 (1) and (2) and the substitution there-

Increments and 6. (a) Increments and promotions are not granted as a matter of right, 

efficiency bars ' but the Head of a Department may increase at his discretion the pay ofa 
Native Civil Servant within his grade provided that provision has been made for 
such increase in the estimates, within the following limits, and on the under- 
standing that no Native Civil Servant will be paid more than £75 per annum 
except with the express approval of the Governor on the recommendation of the 
Board. 


(b) In all cases in which the Head of a Department considers that the pay

Native Civil Servant proceeding on vacation leave for a period of fifty-six days 
may be granted additional leave with full salary for the time necessarily 
occupied in travelling to and from his home. The manner of travelling and the 
route to be taken shall be determined by the officer granting the vacation leave. 
Leave may be granted to African employees, other than labourers, who are not 
members of the Native Civil Service at the discretion of the Head of Depart- 
ment up to that allowed to members of the Native Civil Service. All leave 
shall be subject to the exigencies of the service and no leave may be claimed as 
a matter of right. 


(2) Transport and subsistence allowance may be granted to Native Transport and 
employees other than labourers whether members of the Native Civil Service subsistence

In accordance with proposals made to the Secretary of State by the East African Governors’ 
Conference in consultation with the General Officer Commanding-in-Chief the Secretary of State 
has conferred upon the Chairman of the Conference powers to give directions to Governors of 
Kenya, Uganda and Tanganyika and British Resident, Zanzibar, in all cases in which, upon 
representations made to the Chairman by the General Officer Commanding-in-Chief, urgent 
military necessity requires such directions to be given, and in all other matters affecting the 
common interests of Kast Africa in the prosecution of the war where reasons of special urgency 
render immediate action imperative; and to give directions similarly to Governors of Northern 
Rhodesia and Nyasaland in matters of communications (other than railways) and movement of 
civil populations within East African territories in the event of military necessity, on representa- 
tions by General Officer Commanding-in-Chief, requiring such directions to be given. 


It is to be understood that this arrangement is a temporary one to meet present emergency 
and that, unless precluded by urgency, the directions given by the Chairman in exercise of the 
powers will be based on prior consultation with Governor concerned or British Resident. The 
arrangement will come to an end as soon as in the opinion of the Secretary of State circumstances 
permit of Governors and British Resident exercising their fanctions again in normal way.

EMPIRE DAY. 
J Saas following message has been received from the Secretary of State for the Colonies :— 


“The year that has passed since Empire Day 1941 has seen many dangers and some 
grievous losses. But it has also seen great exertions and a steady mounting of power and 
resources of the Allied Nations; and it has brought us to a stage where we can not only face 
the future with unshaken confidence, but can discern perhaps as yet only faintly and in the 
distance the promise of victory to come. .

PRESS COMMUNIQUE. 


The attention of the public is drawn to Government Notice No. 90 of 1941 containing the 
Defence (Finance) Regulations, 1941, published under the Emergency Powers (Defence) Act, 1939. 


Paragraph 1 of Regulation 7 provides that “ Subject to any exemptions which may be granted 
by order of the Governor no notes to which this Regulation applies (namely, bank notes which 
are legal tender in the Nyasaland Protectorate or in any part thereof, as defined in Regulation 2 
(1) ) shall, except with permission granted by or on behalf of the Governor, be brought or sent into 
the Nyasaland Protectorate, and any person who brings or sends any such notes into the Nyasaland 
Protectorate in contravention of this paragraph shall be guilty of an offence against this Regulation.” 


An Order cited as the Importation of Notes (Exemptions) Order, 1941, was published under 
Government Notice No. 98 of the 2nd July, 1941. It provides that ‘‘There shall be exempted 
from the provisions of paragraph (1) of Regulation 7 of the Defence (Finance) Regulations, 1941, the 
bringing into the Protectorate by any person travelling thereto by any ship, aircraft, train or other 
vehicle of bank notes not exceeding ten pounds in value at any one time: Provided that this 
exemption shall not apply to any person employed in any capacity on board any such ship, aircraft, 
train or other vehicle.” 


Paragraphs (2) to (5) of Regulation 7 provide that an appropriate officer may seize notes in 
excess of the exempted amount which are found upon examination or search of any person, baggage, 
vessel, vehicle or aircraft arriving in the Protectorate, or any goods consigned to the Protectorate, 
including goods consigned by past, when the officer has reasonable grounds for suspecting that the 
notes have been brought into the Protectorate in contravention of paragraph (1) of this Regulation. 
Paragraph (6) of the Regulation provides that any notes seized under the foregoing provisions of 
this Regulation may be forfeited to His Majesty. 


The Regulation does not appear to be generally understaod and it is accordingly set out in 
simplified form for the benefit of the public who will realise that contravention of the Regulation 
renders liable to seizure and confiscation any notes in excess of £10 in value which are legal tender 
in Nyasaland and are brought or sent into the Protectorate.

PRESS COMMUNIQUE. 


The attention of the public is drawn to Government Notice No. 74 of the 8th June, 1942, 
applying Regulation 7 of the Defence (Finance) Regulations, 1941, to Bank of England and South 
Africa Reserve Bank Notes. The Regulations were published under the Kmergency Powers 
(Defence) Act, 1939, on the 2nd July, 1941, and are contained in Government Notice No. 90 of 
that year. 


The effect of Government Notice No. 74 is to prohibit the importation of South Africa Reserve 
Bank Notes into Nyasaland and, except with permission granted by or on behalf of the Governor, no 
notes issued by the Reserve Bank of South Africa may now be brought or sent into the Nyasaland 
Protectorate. Any person who brings or sends any such notes into the Protectorate in contra- 
vention of the Regulation shall be guilty of an offence and the notes may be confiscated. 


Proclamation No. 1 of 1941 published in the Supplement to the Nyasaland Government 
Gazette on the 81st day of January, 1941, prohibited the importation of Bank of England notes 
except under licence issued by the Imports and Exports Licensing Officer. The Proclamation is 
now revoked by Government Notice No. 74 but the prohibition on the importation of Bank of 
England notes remains by virtue of Government Notice No. 74 of 1942.

MIGRANT NATIVE LABOUR. 


AGREEMENT BETWEEN THE GOVERNMENTS OF SOUTHERN RHODESIA, 
NORTHERN RHODESIA AND NYASALAND. 


ee = ee ee ae 


1. With a view to keeping trace of migrant Native labour the Governments of Southern - 
Rhodesia, Northern Rhodesia and Nyasaland agree that, inter se and in respect of any other 
territories with which satisfactory reciprocal arrangements can be made, they will issue certificates 
to adult male Natives over the age of 18 years in a form adequate for identification purposes. 
Those Natives leaving their Home Territories in scarch of employment will be furnished with 
evidence to that effect, and also, so far as practicable, with an endorsement shewing that they left 
their Territory physically fitted to work. 


2. Each Government will agree to the admission to its Territory only of such adult male 
labour from the territory of any other Government which is or may become a party to this 
Agreement as has been furnished with Identity Certificates, and will take measures, by legislation 
if necessary, to ensure that this undertaking is strictly observed. The Government of Southern 
Rhodesia agrees to discourage the entry of any juvenile who is not in possession of » memorandum 
under the hand of the District Commissioner of his Home district. 


8. The Governments agree to take the necessary action to ascertain the amount of labour 
available for wage-earning employment. Kach Government will furnish an annual statement of 
the labour situation within its Territory to other Governments. 


4. The Governments, while reaffirming the principle of freedom of choice of employment, 
agree that each territory should be at liberty to take all legitimate steps authorised by law and in 
accordance with any International Convention to which that territory has adhered to retain within 
its borders sufficient adult males to mect its economic requirements and to maintain its social 
structure. For the above purpose they consider that inter-State arrangements between the three 
Territories for regulating and, so far as necessary, restricting the flow of labour should be 
concluded. Subject to the foregoing the Governments will agree and will implement so far as 
possible the principle that the labour requirements of the three territories shall have the first call 
upon their available supplies of labour. The Governments further agree that, subject to the 
fulfilment of any existing obligations, any proposal for the recruitment ov organised engagement 
of labour for employment outside Southern Rhodesia, Northern Rhodesia or Nyasaland shall form 
the subject of prior consultation inter se. 


In the event of disagreement as to the implementation of this clause the Governments of 
Northern Rhodesia and Nyasaland shall submit the point in dispute to the Secretary of State for 
the Colonies and his decision shall be accepted. 


5. The Governments agree that it is desirable in principle that emigrant Natives should 
return to their homes after working for an economic period, which should not exceed two years 
and might well be less, and that after two years they should be repatriated and should not be 
allowed re-entry into the territory of employment until a further period of six months has elapsed 
from the date of repatriation. The Government of Southern Rhodesia undertakes to tuke such 
action as may be reasonably practicable to implement this principle. 
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6. It is agreed that, in the event of unemployment, immigrant labourers should be housed 
and fed in camps at the cost of the territory in which they happen to be until such times as they 
can be found employment or repatriated. 


7. The Governments agree to the provision of rest camps, food depots and dispensaries at 
such points on all main labour routes as shall be mutually agreed upon. 


8. The Governments agree to establish and maintain control over transport of: migrant 
labourers. It is agreed that it is desirable that rapid and cheap transport, should be provided for 
movements of labourers within and between the three territories. The Government of Southern 
Rhodesia undertakes to consider whether and to what extent the present arrangement for 
providing free transport on the return journey by the Government lorry and barge service may be 
extended to the return journey by rail and steam boat. 


9. The Governments recognise the necessity of a fair proportion of the migrant labourer’s 
wages returning to his home. The Government of Southern Rhodesia agrees to continue the 
voluntary vemittance system which is intended to further the same purposes as systems of 
compulsory deferred pay and family remittances. For this purpose as well as for assisting and 
safeguarding northern Natives in other ways the Government of Southern Rhodesia will employ 
seven itinerant officials. 


10. The Governments agree that coordination of labour policy should be secured by discussions 
between representatives of the three Governments as the need may arise. It is further agreed 
that the Governments of Northern Rhodesia and Nyasaland shall each retain a Labour Officer who 
shall be permanently resident in Southern Rhodesia. 


11. The Governments agree that from every tax collected by any of the three Governments 
from a Native of either of the two other Governments the amount of seven shillings and sixpence 
or such lesser amount as may have been collected shall be remitted to the Government of the 
Territory concerned. Itis further agreed that the Government of Southern Rhodesia will endeavour 
to collect on behalf of the Government concerned any Native tax due by a Native to his own 
Government during the period of twelve months in which he is not liable for Southern Rhodesia tax. 


12. This Agreeinent shall remain in force for two years from the date of signature or until 
such time as the three Territories find it possible to conclude an agreement with any other 
Territory for the control of emigration thereto from the three Territories, whichever shall be the 
lesser period: failing such agreement with a fourth party this Agreement shall on the expiry of 
two years from the date of signature be determinable as between any of the contracting parties 
upon twelve months notice.

GIFTS OF FOOD FROM ABROAD. 


NEW POOLING ARRANGEMENTS. 


NIFTS of food from abroad are received in considerable quantities—gifts to individuals for their 
own use and to the Ministry of Food or various organisations for distribution to persons who 
through the war or other reasons are in need of assistance. 


So far as bona fide unsolicited gifts to individuals are concerned, the existing procedure will 
remain unchanged. The receipt of these gifts is subject to the conditions that they are sent by 
post at infrequent intervals in a single parcel not exceeding 5 lbs. in weight (including packing) nor 
containing more than 2 lbs. of any one foodstuff. Such gifts may not be solicited directly or in- 
directly, nor must arrangements of any kind be made between the parties as to what might be sent 
or otherwise. Payment must not be made, offered or promised by the recipient, or on his behalf. 


Nor will any change be made in the arrangements for gifts cons'gned through the approved 
channels direct to units of the Dominion, Colonial or Allied Forces, or to individual members of 
those Forces, or to men from the Dominions or Colonies and men of Allied nationality serving with 
the United Kingdom Forces. In respect of all other gifts of food a new procedure will operate. 


A central pool will be set up immediately to be called officially the ‘ Overseas Gifts (Food) 
Allocations Centre’’. The work of the Centre will be done through a committee comprising various 
organisations which have been concerned in the past with the distribution of similar gifts. They 
are supplying the necessary staff, which will be situated at the Headquarters of the Ministry of 
Food, Portman Court, London, W. 1, to do the work of allocation and vrrange for the goods to be 
sent on from the ports. A senior official of the Ministry will act as supervisor and ensure that the 
foodstuffs are distributed satisfactorily. 


Under the new arrangements, no restriction will be imposed as in the past concerning the 
inclusion of rationed foodstuffs in these gifts, and the new organisation will ensure that such goods 
are distributed as equitably and fairly as possible. 


Friends abroad, whether in foreign or Empire countries who are good enough to send gifts of 
food will be asked in future to address their gifts to the Centre at the Ministry of Food, Portman 
Court, Portman Square, London, W. 1. They may rest assured that under the revised procedure 
their gifts will reach those persons who need them most. No import duties will be charged. 


Should donors abroad wish their gifts to be earmarked for a specific organisation or purpose, 
their wishes may be indicated to the Centre, and the goods will be distributed accordingly provided 
that the quantities are reasonable in the circumstances; but the Centre will at all times retain 
final discretion in the matter of distribution of all gifts. This discretion is likely to be exercised 
only in order to maintain fair distribution or in the event of special emergency, as in the case of 
particular areas which might be heavily blitzed. The Centre will co-ordinate all present methods 
of distribution: and will be guided by information to which the individual organisations would not 
have access. 


Any dock or carriage charges arising from these consignments will be payable by the consignecs. 


The Ministry will be glad to advise intending donors as to the most suitable types of food- 
stuffs to send. 


All bulk gifts intended for Prisoners of War will be handed over to the British Red Cross 
Society for such purpose. 


While the Ministry is grateful for the goodwill of which these gifts are an expression, it must 
be remembered that the paramount consideration must always be the provision of food for the 
community as a whole. It will not, therefore, be possible to allow gifts to be shipped at the expense 
of the Ministry’s shipping space, and our friends overseas are asked to remember that the greatest 
service that they can do us is to facilitate by any means in their power the acquisition by the 
Ministry of the supplies needed to feed the people. 


Gifts of foodstuffs are sometimes consigned to this country packed along with machinery which 
may be delivered direct to its destination without examination at the port. In future all such 
gifts must be handed over to the local branch of the Women’s Voluntary Services for distribution 
through the Centre.

INOCULATION AGAINST YELLOW FEVER. 


WARNING NOTICE. 


O persons contemplating travelling to or from Kenya by air services, or from or to Kenya, to 
or from the Anglo-Egyptian Sudan, the Belgian Congo, any West African territory, Egypt, 
or Uganda, by either air, ship, rail, or motor car. 


1. Any person arriving in Kenya by aeroplane, whether destined for or in transit through 
. Kenya, who, within the preceding six days, has been in, or landed in (a) any part of the Belgian 
Congo north of latitude 10° south, or (b) any West African territory !ying between 15° north and 
latitude 10° south, or (c) any part of the Anglo-Egyptian Sudan south of latitude 15° north, will be 
detained in quarantine on arrival in Kenya for a period not exceeding six days, unless he or she be in 
possession of a valid certificate from a duly authorized medical officer, showing that the said 
person has been inoculated ngainst yellow fever at least nine full days and less than two years 
before arriving or landing in any of the areas mentioned under (a), (b) or (c) above, or that 
the said person has been inoculated against yellow fever at least fifteen full days and less than two 
years before leaving any of these areas: provided that until the 30th June, 1942, no person arriving 
in Kenya by air from the Anglo-Egyptian Sudan, who has not, within the preceding six days been 
in, or passed through either the Belgian Congo or any West Coast territory, will be subjected to 
quarantine, if he or she is in possession of a certificate to the effect that he or she has not been resident 
in or landed in any part of the Sudan south of latitude 15° north in any place other than an 
anti-amaryl aerodrome during the preceding ten days. 


2. Warning —As very stringent regulations are now in operation in most territories in Africa 
with regard to persons travelling not only by air, but by train or motor car from or through areas 
where yellow fever is endemic, all persons who are likely to have occasion to travel from Kenya 
by air to any other part of Africa, or by air, train, ship, or motor car, to the Belgian Congo, the 
Anglo-Egyptian Sudan, or Egypt, are hereby most strongly advised to be inoculated against yellow 
fever at least fifteen days before leaving Kenya, in ‘order to ensure that they may suffer no 
inconvenience or detention in quarantine en route to their destination, on arrival at their 
destination, or on their return to Kenya. 


3. Furthermore, as cases of yellow fever have, in the past, occurred in Western Uganda, and 
as any occurrence of cases of yellow fever farther to the east might render it necessary for the 
Government of Kenya to impose restrictions on persons travelling from Kenya to Uganda, or from 
Uganda to Kenya, or for either the Government of Kenya or the Government of India to impose 
restrictions on persons originating in or travelling through Kenya and embarking at Mombasa for 
India, all persons contemplating travelling from Kenya to Uganda, or from Uganda to Kenya, 
or from or through Kenya to India, are advised to be inoculated against yellow fever now. 


4. Facilities for the inoculation of the public against yellow fever are available as follows :— 

Nairobi—At the Municipal Health Office, Town Hall, City Square, from 10 a.m. to 12 noon 
on Saturdays. . 

Mombasa—At the Municipal Health Office, from 10 a.m. to 12 noon on Saturdays. 

Kiswmu—At the Health Oftice between 10 a.m. and 1 p.m. on Wednesdays. 

Nakuru, Eldoret and Kitale—By arrangement with the Medical Officer of Health at each 
town. 

Uganda—At most Government Medical Stations. 


Notcs. 


(i) Inoculation against yellow fever is not unpleasant, and, in the great majority of instances, 
is not followed by even the slightest noticeable reaction. Over a quarter of a million persons 
have already been so inoculated in Kenya. - 

Gi) The certificates of inoculation which are issued should be regarded as valuable and 
important documents, which should be carefully preserved, and these certificates should always be 
carried when travelling outside of Kenva. 

(iii) Inoculation against yellow fever confers immunity against yellow, fever for at least two 
years, and very probably for a much longer period. 

(iv) The rules and regulations which have been quoted in this notice, in so far as entry or 
re-entry to the Colony of Kenya may be concerned, apply to all travellers, whether civilian or 
military. : i

PICTORIAL ISSUE OF POSTAGE STAMPS. 


PUBLIC COMPETITION FOR DESIGNS. 


N the advice of the Standing Finance Committee of Legislative Council and with the general 
approval of the Secretary of State, it 1s proposed to introduce a new pictorial series of Postage 
Stamps for Nvasaland when present stocks are exhausted. 


2. The designs for the proposed new issue will be thrown open to public competition by 
persons who are resident in, or have resided in, Nyasaland, and the designs received will be sent 
to London for adjudication. It will be realised that not all designs readily lend themsclves to 
engraving. 


3. Examples of pictorial postage stamp issues which are understood to be well-liked by 
philatelists are: Cyprus, Fiji, Malta and the Gilbert and Ellice Islands; and it is understood that 
the more popular commeniorative issues have been the Falkland Islands Centenary issue, 1933, 
the Sierra Leone Wilberforce issue, 1983, and the St. Helena Centenary issue of 1934. 


4. Map designs also are well-liked, but they must bear the essential grid markings ; Coats of 
Arms and Badges are considered to make good designs; Government Houses and Water-falls are 
not considered to be good subjects and views are held to look better in black than in colour. 


5. A multiplicity of detail should be avoided as far as practicable in both sketches and in 
photographs. 


6G. If sketches are based on photographs, the latter should also be furnished whenever 
possible as the etchers find it easier to copy from photographs and to use the sketch as a guide to 
what should be omitted. 


7. Space should be left in every design for the medallion of the Sovereign’s head, for the 
duty tablet and for the word " Nyasaland”. 


8. The denominations at present in use in Nyasaland are 4d, 1d, 14d, 2d, 3d, 4d, 6d, 9d, 1/-, 
2/-, 2/6d, 5/-, 10’- and 20.-. Because the. 2d. and 1/- issues are those most used outside the 
Protectorate, it is thought desirable that these stamps should be of a map design. 


9. The 1d, 2d, and 8d. denominations are required to be printed in green, red and blue 
respectively to conform to International Postal Union regulations. 


10. It is proposed to offer money prizes to successful competitors on the basis of £10 if the 
whole of the design is accepted, £5 if half the design is accepted and £2 1f anv part of the design 1s 
accepted, exclusive of the Sovereign’s head. These awards would be based on adjudication in 
London. 


11. Persons desiring to compete in the competition are invited to send their names to the 
Postmaster General, under Personal and Confidential cover, who will then allocate a number to the 
intending competitor who should place this number at the back of any design submitted by him. 


12. The names of competitors will not be divulged by the Postmaster General and the designs 
received will be sent to London, unless regarded as quite unsuitable, under the number of the 
competitor, 


138. Competitors should realize that it may not be possible to return any designs submitted. 
14. Designs should be addressed to the Postmaster General, Zomba, by whom they will be 


received up to noon on Wednesday, June 30th, 1943.
